Prodacing Food at a Loss. 


The writer of the letter from whom we 
quote is one of several referred to in a recent 
article on this page, all of whom tell, indepen- 
dently, the same story; they cannot make 
farming pay. Here, for instance, is a man 
whoge annual problem is to extract. £100 a 
oe from 150 acres, and whose accounts have 

alanced, in the last three years, at £150, 
£250, and £30, respectively—on the wrong 
side! In his case the chief factor in the 
problem is the bullock, not the pig; but 
recent correspondence in the ruh “times 
proves that the pig raising problem is equally 
acute. All kinds of — are suggested 
for the producer of pigs and bacon. ‘There is 
the co-operative bacon factory for one, and, 
where there is a sufficient supply and sufficient 
capital to equip a competitive factory on 
modern lines with. a guaranteed output, that 
solution is worth a trial. But it means that 
the farmer may have to wait íor à portion of 
the price of his pigs until sale has been 

it “means the employment and 
adequate remuneration of highly skilled man- 
agement and workers, and all this may 
involve a strain upon the loyalty of the pro- 
ducers, which, unless the similar Danish 
methods had the sanction of the farmers, and, 
ssibly, the authority of some form of legis- 
ation, to make it effective, we féar it would 
scarcely stand for long. Still, it is an ent«r- 
prise worth attempting. On a smaller scale 
something could, perhaps, be done ‘with the 
help of the Department ‘of ‘Agriculture to 
develop a local bacon curing industry, by 
killing and curing: for the farmers’ own use, 
and that of his neighbours, either n the 
farm or at, say, the creamery, or some similar 
centre. Better organisation might secure an 
increased price for pork, or for the pigs them- 
selves, but with world competition to face 
on the markets of Great. Britain the problem 
of incredsed price is not simple, nor can we 
see a great probability that, without 
organisation on more than merely local lines, 
a speedy remedy can be found. 


Licensing of Cattle Dealing. 


There is certainly no one simple and imme- 
diately applicable remedy which can be re- 
garded as a cure-all for the farmers’ ills, but 
so far as this question of the. production of 
meat is concerned we wonder whether some 
steps might not be taken similar in principle 
to those already suggested by the Commission 
on Agriculture in respect of eggs and butter: 
the licensing and supervision of cattle dealing, 
with a view to greater efficiency, and, as 
following upon it, some degree of control. im 
respect of price? We do not now hear as 
much complaint as we used to hear of profi- 
teering in this branch of the industry. No 


still at work in various country districts, but 
we hear of skilled and hard-working dealers 
who get no.more than is reasonable for the 
risks they undergo. It is, however, little con- 
sqlation to the farmer who. loses £150 per 
annum on his 150-acre farm to know that his 
loss represents rather a gain to the mechanic 
in Britain who purchases his beef or bacon 
than to the Irish jobber.“ Might it not 
reduce the Irish farmers’ loss if all Irish 
dealers could be brought into a common 
system under the Department of Agriculture, 


with administrative machinery, whose aim it 


should be to see that unnecessary. middle 
profits were eliminated; whilst any necessary 
agencies standing between the producer and 
consumer were efficiently worked, and, of 
course, reasonably remunerated? 


Odjection to Price Fixing. 


We do not put forward this suggestion as a 
counsel of perfection, but as a matter for dis- 
cussion. We are not enamoured of State con- 
trol, and can see grave objections to cast-iron 
systems of price fixing. We prefer voluntary 
to compulso schemes, especially where 
marketing is, involved. Moreover, we recog- 
nise that the ultimate word in regard to price 
lies outside the controf of our or any other 
single State. What would, no doubt, be a 
necessary element in any such plan would be 
that others besides Irish producers should 
interest themselves in what, as we intimated 
earlier in this article, is a common grievance— 
the sale of meat almost below the cost 
of production. For common action, some- 
thing in the nature of a. commercial 
treaty between exporting countries, such 
as Canada, the Argentine and our own, 
would be needed. Agreements of. this 
kind would require flexible treatment and 
tact in handling them. No attempt at 
“ profieering’’ on the farmers’ part would be 
acceptable to the towns—which everywhere 
dominate political action. But it should not 
be outside the powers of intelligent States to 
make even townsmen realise that food produc- 
tion is the ultimate basis of all permanent 


| national wealth; that food producers are being 


exploited to-day by civilisation, and that, 
unless this ceases, land—in this country, at 
Jeast—will go out of cultivation and food will 
be scarcer.

BEEF PRODUCTION. 
WHERE A.A, CATTLE EXCEL. 


According to a recent pronouncement of the 
Minister of Agriculture for the Irish Free 
State, one of the principal planks in his plat- 
form is the production of beef of superior 
uality. Beef and milk are the main factors 
that must determine the future pros- 
perity of an agricultural Ireland, and in this 
accomplishment the one is not less important 
than the other. The shorthorn breed has 
had the advantage of a good start over the 
other breeds of cattle that are now recognised 
as essential in any good system of farming, 
and it cannot but be admitted that as.a gene- 
ral purpose breed, it has in the past justified 
all reasonable expectations. The. great 
virtue of the shorthorn as a breed lies in its 
inherent capacity. as a dual purpose animal, 
but it would seem that this particular attri- 
bute cannot be maintained indefinitely owing 
to the decision of she Shorthorn Society to 
sub-divide the breed into three distinct 
types—viz., dairy, beef and dual purpose. On 
the face of it, without. deliberating on the 
merits or demerits of this advantage, it is anv- 
thing but reassuring that nature is capable 
of maintaining, much less creating, any appre- 
ciable degree of virility under such super- 
imposed conditions; but time alone will de- 
termine the wisdom or foily of this strange 
evolution, ' | 

Those who control the destinies of the Aber- 
deen-Angus have no misgivings in this con- 
nection, in so far, at least, as this: particular 
breed is concerned. A very informative 
article appears in the last review issued by 
the. Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society on the 
subject of milk production, of which the fol- 
lowing is one of the concluding patagraphs, 
via: 

But we are not sure that the great body 
of breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
very much enamoured of the icea of pushing 
the dairy qualities of the breed in any special 
way, remaining content witl: the knowledge 
that the cows of the breed carry out well 
the functions of matron, and that for a beef 
breed that is all that should be reasonably 
expected.

ness the fact that at the London Smithfield 
Shows 8 the past twenty-nine years 
fifteen out of the twenty-nine championships 
were secured by Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and 
similar successes have been achieved at the 
great International Fat Stock ‘Shows. Un- 
fortunately, there still exists quite an erro-

| There are altogether 586 entries for the 
annual show and sale of pure bred bulls and 
boars. to be held at Ballsbridge under the 
auspices of the Royal Dublin Society on 4th 
and 5th March next. The catalogue which 
has been published is very comprehensive, 
and contains a great deal of information in 
addition to the pedigrees. Besides the old- 
established herds which did so much for the 
country in the past, there will be represented 
a considerable number of newcomers. These 
will help to fill the vacancies caused by death 
and retirements from stock-breeding during 
the past few years. There will be quite a 
strong contingent from Northern Ireland, 
where, by the way, small farmers are amongst 
the keenest pedigree stock-breeders. Signs 
are not wanting that a similar spirit will 
manifest itself throughout the Free State. The 
sales will be conducted by Messrs. Gavin 
Low, Ltd., and during the period of the show 
there will be no fewer than half a dozen meet- 
ings in the showyard, chiefly connected with 
etock-breeding. 


BULL. PREMIUMS INCREASED. 


———-— --e — — 

In Co. Leitrim, as in Co. Dublin, and 
other. parts oí the country, small farmers 
are asking fór greater inducements to keep 
premium bulls. . For retaining Shorthorns, 
Aberdeen-Angus or Hereford buils under the 
Live Stock Schemes of the Department of 
Agriculture, the premium of £15 hitherto 
granted at these centres is regarded as in- 
sufficient. Co. Dublin has. recognised the im- 
portance of the matter by increasing the 
amount to the maximum of £18, while Co. 
Leitrim has increased the amount to £16 10s 
In all these schemes the Committees con- 
cerned exercise wisdom in placing the breeds 
named on equal terms. There are special 
premiums for dairy bulls, but the interests 
of those who make a business of breeding 
store .cattle should not be ignored, and for 
that reason it would be folly to keep the 
premiums for beef breeds down. 


FARMING IN CO. DUBLIN. 


HOW IT IS .CONDUCTED. 


The importance of the agricultural industry 
in County Dublin may be gathered from the 
appended outline of the chief systems of farm- 
ing in operation, together with the methods 
of marketing and transport adopted in order 
to dispose of the produce: 

Dairy Farming—Chiefly confined to dis- 
tricts, within a ten-mile radius of the city. 
The fresh milk is usually delivered in the city 
twice daily. 

Early potato-growing. and market garden- 
ing, chiefly confined to the districts within a 
radius of eight or ten miles of the city and 
the small farming district of Rush. 

Grazing or Grass Farming—Largely con- 
fined to the districts bordering. Meath and 
Kildare. | 

Stall-feeding—Largely confined to the til- 
lage districts outside an eight or ten miles 
radius of the city, such as Donabate, Lusk, 
and portions of Skerries and Balbriggan. 

Sheep Farming—Many farmers throughout 
the country buy sheep about August, and sell 
them fat, after rearing their lambs, the fol- 
lowing April or May. 

Marketing—Except some early potatoes 
that used to be exported from the Rush dis- 
trict, the bulk of the farm produce grown in 
County Dublin is marketed in Dublin City by 
factors, on the commission basis. 

Transport—Most of the farm produce is 
hrought to the Dublin market in horse-drawn 
vehicles, but motor transport has developed 
to some extent within the past few years. 

Most of the produce exported is shipped 
through the port of Dublin to various places 
in Great Britain and elsewhere. 

With such a record of activity, it is not 
surprising to find that the schemes of the 
Dublin County Committee of Agriculture are 
successfully carried out, The younger gene- 
ration take full advantage of the facilities af- 
forded them for increasing their knowledge, a 
fact that is evident from the satisfactory 
attendance at the Winter Agricultural Class, 
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termed a “wash out.” This fallacy has 
been enunciated so often that there was every 
probability of its becoming a fixed belief, 
especially amongst those ‘who had only a 
superficial knowledge of the subject: America 
has a reputation for doing: things on a good 
scale, and facts and figures are available, 
illustrating the achievements of Aberdeen- | 
Angus cows in the United States, Canada, and 
the Argentine, both in the production of a 
heavy yield of milk and high percentage of 
butter fats, but, as not 4 few individuals are 
generally inclined to be sceptical of happenings 
abroad. it is thought that a home truth would 
he more convincing, e.g., at the old established 
herd at Porplethen, near Aberdeen. Twelve 
cows in the herd; in one season, of which four 
were only three years old, gave an average 
yield of practically 800 gallons! Facts are, 
indeed, stubborn things, and cannot be ignored 
with impunity. 

Ireland has now great opportunities of 
increasing her wealth as a meat producing 
country par excellence, and it is submitted 
that, if it were the accepted policy of the 
Government, and the various committees of 
agriculture functioning ‘under its aegis, to 
afford “a fair field and no favour ” as between 
the different breeds of cattle in the matter of 
Service Premiums, a much-needed stimulus 
would be given in the ‘trade. for pedigree 
polled Angus bulls, and any reasonable 
investment in this connection would be 
repaid with compound interest. . . 
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as in previous year’s tests,

VARIETIES TO GROW. 


The results of the experiments conducted 
by Agricultural Instructors in 1923 to dis- 
cover the best varieties of the principal farm 
crops have now. been tabulated. The infor- 
mation is timely, in view of the importance 
of making now a wise choice of suitable 
varieties tor the coming season. The experi- 
ments comprised tests with barley, wheat, 
oats, potatoes, turnips and mangels. : 

BARLEY.—Three varieties of barley—vi2-, 
Spratt - Archer, Archer Goldthrope, and 
Archer—were tested at twenty centres. 
Spratt-Archer was originally produced by the 
Department's Seed Propagation Division, and,

highest return—viz., 11 barrels 4 stones per 
étatute acre. Archer-Goldthorpe, a wide. 
eared variety, and Archer, á narrow-eared 
variety, yielded, respectively, 10 barrels 4 
stones and 10 barrels 2 stones per statute 
acre.

BRITISH BUDGET 
PROSPECTS. 
REVENUE SURPLUS 
NOW OVER 225.000.000.

The British revenue is steadily mounting, 
and gives every promise of reaching. if not 
exceeding, the Budget estimate for the 
financial year, which ends on March 31. Last 
week the receipts amounted to 225,814,000, 
the principal contributions being—Property, 
income and super tax 13, 750,000, Excise 
£5.7-0,000. and Customs 3, 000, 000. 

The week a expenditure totalled 28, 955, 008, 
and the revenue surplus has now swollen to 
£25,409, 996. 7 

The returns for the period April 1, 1923, to 
February 25 last are—Receipts, £715,853,625 ; 
expenditure, £688.443. 97, For the’ corres- 
ponding period of the preceding financial year 
the figures were—Receipts, £781,994,677; 
expenditure, £715,1435,921. 

The revenue during this, the final quarter 
has averaged 23,500, OO weekly, and is now 


Within 105.000.000 of the total estimate. 


Five weeks remain íor this to be realised. 
The returns under all heads of revenue are 
well up to expectations, with the exception of 
excess profits duty, which, estimated at 
£12,000,000, are ní. Property and income tax 
is neatly £50,000,000 and super-tax over 
213,000, 000 short of estimate, but these 
sources of revenue are generally very pro- 


ductive during the last month of the financial

ENNIS ASYLUM. 


OFFICIAL INQUIRY. CLOSED. 


The Local Government Board inquiry into 
the administration of Ennis Asylum concluded 
vesterday. 

In the course of his evidence Mr. James 
Mckenzie, land steward at the institution for 
over a quarter of a century, said that the 
Committee did not consult him when selecting 
hav, and if he had been consulted a better 
selection would have been made. He seemed 
to be over-ruled in a good many things Le 
did by the Committee. 

In reply to Mr. J. C. Keane (Messrs. J. 
J. Lynch and Co., solicitors), for the Asylum 
Committee, the witness said he had no 
grudge against any member of ths Committee. 

Captain John D. Moloney spoke of the diffi- 
culties under which the Committee had carried 
on its admimistration. He referred to Mr. 
McKenzie as “one of the lots of furniture we 
received from the ascendancy Government.” 
The Committee, he said, had not come there 
with the good-will of the land steward, who, 
if he had his way, would allow none of the 
Committee inside the gate. Any attack the 
steward might make on the Committee was 
not justified.

witness deprecated the suggestion that the 
Committee wanted to hide anythiny. He 
agreed that friendly co-operation between 
vatepayers and the Committee would be help- 
Ini to both.

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POOR ECONOMY. 
— 
WITHDRAWAL OF LOCAL 
EDUCATIONAL GRANTS, 

The proposal of some County Councils in 
the Free State to withdraw portion of the 
grants hitherto made for agricultural and 
technical instruction is strongly deprecated by 
the Irish Agricultural and Technical Instruc- 
tion Officers’ Organisation, of which Mr. 
George W. Russell (“ 4°’) is president. Any 
cutting down of these grants, far from effect- 
ing true economy, can only lead to serious 
injury to that branch of education whose 
special function it is to fit the youth of the 
State to work for the country’s prosperity 
in the agricultural, industrial and commercial 
fields. 

It is pointed out that for every £1 contri- 
buted from local rates for this branch of edu- 
cation, £5 was given by the Government, and 
it is emphasised that only where a local rate 
18 levied may the Government Lrants be ex- 
pended. It is, therefore, sound finance to 
levy the rate. 

The Standing Council of the Irish Technical 
Congress, composed of representatives of the 
committees appointed by the local authorities, 
in a report recently issued, states that it is 
obvious that the present grants are wholiy 
inadequate. A given scheme, to be conducted 
properly, would need twice the expenditure 
required for the same scheme in 1914.
